RUNNING ON To THE ROCK. 


It_was about 5 o'clock on Thursday, the 


5th inst., that the disaster occurred. The 
rock upon which the Northerner struck 
was about midway between Bluut's Iteef 
»nd the mainland, and pfrhaps two miles 
from tbe latter. It is always covered and 
is not, as the Humboldt Times slates, a 
"point no bigger than a man's head," but 
rather a shelf. The weather had been fine 
all day. 
The wattr was smooth, and thd

3 miles from the Court HOUEO, in what is 
called Middletown. Tho house which the Dean 
built, is still standing, and is know* as "White- 
hall." It is "a little baok from thoroadwhioh 
runs eastward from this town, near a beautiful 
HtUs rr.-.t=r ccsi™, wbic-u ftns south," toward 
Sachuest Beach.!' It is situated in a valley, 
not far from a hill, commanding in eitensive 
prospect and view (if tho ocean and country. 
Ho prolcrred the valley to tha hill, as ho said 
" that to enjoy tho prospect from thi hill, he 
must visit it only occasionally"—" that if his 
constant residence should be on the hill, the 
view would become so common as to lose all 
its charms." 


This hill wai not tho only locality which de- 


lighted his mind, so fully imbued with tbo lovo 
of Nature. Southerly from bis house, at a dis- 
tance o! about half a mile, was a natural al- 
covo, which ho found in the m«st elevated parts 
of tho "Hanging Hooks"—so called—roofed, 
and opon only to tho south, commanding a view 
of tho ocean, Saohuost Beaob, and adjacent Is- 
lands. " This horinHoge, was to him, a favor- 
ite, solitary relrcal/whero ho often communed 
with Nature, and Nature's God. Therehohad 
his chair and writing utensils, placed by his 
servant, and it was in this quiet place that he 
wrote his " Minute Philosopher," and also his 
celebrated pncm, " so oracular as to tho future 
destinies of America. 


On the 5th of September, 1731, his infant 


daughter died—named Lucia—and was buried 
in Trinity Church-yard, next to, and on the 
sooth sido of thc tomb of Nithaniol Kay, E«<!.

In 17J3, he sent as a donation to Trinity 


Church, a" magnificent organ, whioh though 
much affected by time, baviug'becn used for 
upwards a century, and which, although desti- 
Into of tbo modern improvements, still is p0,_ 
tesainj; some pipes of unrivalled excellence." 


Tbo organ was surmounted by a crown in 


the centre, supported by two tnitros, one on 
each side. A few days aftor the evaenatioa by 
tho British, some young men, among them two 
American officers, entered tho church and took 
dowr, tho altar-piece, consisting of the King's 
Arm's—the Lion ana the Unicorn. They were 
kighly ornamontod, and placed against tha 
groat east window. After trampling upon 
tbcra, they were carried to thi North Battery 
(Fort Green 7) and used >sa target. The oth- 
er «mbloMs—tho crown over the vane, and the 
on« above-mentioned, upon the organ, boing 
out of reach; wort not touched. Tha crown 
over the vane remains, as does that on the 
organ, with tho mitres, to this day.
